“That 
sounds like quite a bit, but those 
same 100 rides in rodeos will cost 
at least $2,000, and the boy may 
well end up with no winner’s 
money and not much ‘new knowl- 
edge compared to what he will get 
in the school.” 


Robinson minces no words about 


one thing. ‘‘This school is to 
teach boys the sport of rodeo rid- 
ing. I want only boys who are 


‘really interested and who really 


want to work at it. I will not tol- 


erate any drinking, in fact I won't 
tolerate any boy who is not willing 
to get himself into good physical 
condition and stay in condition.” 
Robinson himself lives with his 


wife and five children on the 


Farnsworth ranch just above Foun- 
tain Springs. He competes in ro- 
deos within range of Porterville 
and attends Porterville college, 
pointing toward a new career in 
dentistry. 

Although after this present school 
year he will be going to a college 
or university, be believes he will 
be close enough to continue the 
rodeo school in Porterville, con- 
centrating on weekend classes and 
arranging his college schedule to 


‘\fit in with his own school. 


At present, seven boys are en- 
rolled in the new rodeo school; 
with present facilities, Robinson 
says he can handle from 20 to 25 
boys. 

Not only does Robinson know 
the rodeo business from the stand- 
point of a competing cowboy, he 
also learned about the administra- 
tive end when he worked for two 
years as secretary of the Rodeo 
Cowboy association in the Denver 
office. 

Robinson’s mailing address for 
young men interested in the Bob 
Robinson Rodeo school is Rt. 4, 
Box 252, Porterville. 

And as a sidelight to the school 
Robinson says that if ranchers 
around the area have a horse or 
a bull they think is a bucker, he’ll 
give them a try at the Rocky Hill 
arena.
